SPIES NOT US 

ICE disinvited to Richfield’s National Night Out 



N ational Night Out in Richfield is 
sort of like an amnesty period for 
shy neighbors. It’s a block party 
under the auspices of fostering 
harmony between residents and police. If 
you’ve failed to introduce yourself to the folks 
next door, you’ve got another chance—usu¬ 
ally over bean dip and a game of cornhole. 

Melissa Burton regularly attends the 
annual neighborhood get-together. It’s a 
chance to bond withneighbors. Occasionally, 
a cop or a politician shows up to gladhand. 

Before the event, block captains get 
updates and materials from city offi¬ 
cials—think lawn signs and brochures on 
city resources. But this year. Burton was 
surprised and a little alarmed to hear that 
Homeland Security and Immigration Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement, better known as ICE, 
would be giving a presentation. 

The reason Burton was so surprised is 
that ICE doesn’t have a particularly good 
name amongmany Minnesotans, who see it 


as the federal agency in charge of breaking 
up families and deporting parents. That 
outcry rose to a fever pitch after thousands 
of children were taken from their parents 
and caged in separate facilities, with no 
apparent plan in place to reunite them. 

‘Tf the point of National Night Out is 
community-building, who contacted ICE?” 
Burton asks. 

That prompted block captain Abby Hart¬ 
man to take to the Richfield community 
Eacebook page with an outraged post about 
the choice of speaker, calling it ‘'propaganda 
about how the/re keeping us safe.” 

‘Tmnotdoingit anymore,” she wrote. She 
said she told Richfield Police to get another 
speaker or she was out of the program. The 
whole thing felt like an attempt to recruit 
neighbors to spy on one another. 

‘T’m not watching my neighbors and 
don’t care about their papers,” she said. 

A stream of comments followed. Some 
were angry, demanding an explanation of 


why police would invite a department that 
would “turn Neighborhood Watch” into 
“Watch Your Neighbors (And Turn Them 
In).” Others wanted to hear ICE out, or 
defended it as a part of national security, 
saying the mob-mentality accusations 
sounded like “Pitchfork nation.” 

The Richfield Police Department can¬ 
celed the presentation and vowed to get 
another speaker. 

Accordingto the department’s Eacebook 


page, nobody reached out to ICE—ICE 
reached out to them. It said Homeland 
Security had “expressed interest in speaking 
to residents about the various programs the 
agency utilizes to enhance public safety.” 

Some of Burton’s neighbors are immi¬ 
grants. She wants them to feel safe too. 

“Whether or not they have legal sta¬ 
tus, they will feel less welcome if we’re 
skulking them out as potential criminals.”

Twilight at BJ's 

Last call at a last-of-its-kind Minneapolis strip club? 


I n his early 20s, Tim Wavinak drank 
at a bar called Mr. Harry’s on West 
Broadway in Near North. Wavinak, 
now 58, kept darkening the door 
when Jerry Bjurstrom bought the place 
and changed the name to BJ’s, a frills-free 
dive with topless dancers. 

The dancers were the ‘‘main attraction” 
at first, but as time went on, Wavinak found 
he spent more time talking to the people 
around him than watching the stage. He 
quit drinking more than a decade ago, but 
kept in touch. 

Two years ago, he was diagnosed with 
neck cancer, leaving him “basically laid up 
for all of 2016.” One day he got a card with 
money, signed by the regulars and staff from 
BJ’s. Wavinak wasn’t surprised. Over the 
years, he’d contributed to a lot of cards. 

“They were always really big on that,” 
says Wavinak, who’s been cancer-free for 
18 months. “If somebody had illness, or lost 
a brother, or a parent, or lost a job—any 
time somebody needed a hug and a help¬ 
ing hand, basically.” 

Blue-collar regulars aren’t the only ones 
who’ve always felt at home. “I love going 
there,” says Tonya “Sweetpea” Konobeck, 
the Twin Cities’ best-known burlesque 
dancer. “I call it the ‘Cheers’ of strip clubs.” 

Now the city’s longest-running feel-good 
strip club sitcom might be canceled. Last 
week, a City Council committee approved 
an agreement to prohibit “adult entertain¬ 
ment” at BJ’s starting in2020. No one spoke 
up, for or against. 

Owner Jerry Bjurstrom died in February, 
and his son Brian inherited the business. 
Brian is cagey in describing the perilous 
state of BJ’s. He sees this as a “possible time 
to have the city leave us alone,” and says his 


father spent the “last 10 years of his life” 
warding off a puritanical crackdown. From 
the city’s perspective, the battle started 
long before. 

In the mid-1980s, Minneapolis adopted 
a strict code confining nude performance 
to parts of downtown not close to housing, 
churches, or libraries. At the time, there 
were plenty of “nonconforming” businesses. 
But by the mid-2000s, only two remained: 
BJ’s and the 22nd Avenue Station, better 
known as the “Double Deuce.” 

City planners tried to bully both out of 
business, claiming Minneapolis was obli¬ 
gated to shutter operations that led to crime, 
blight, or decliningproperty values. In2006, 
the Double Deuce took the pencil-pushers 
to court and won, with a judge saying the 
city invoked “shoddy, irrelevant studies” 
to target the holdouts. 

The Deuce would later close of its own 
volition. BJ’s held on, clinging to a slim 
patch of legal gray area as the only neigh¬ 
borhood titty bar in a city that, on paper, 
finds only downtown nudity appropriate. 
Complaints have been few. 

“We’ve never had any problem with 
BJ’s,” says Rowena Holmes, a city crime 
prevention specialist. “The clientele are 
very quiet, and respectful. If you didn’t 
know that business was there, and you were 
driving over North, you’d go right past it.” 

Unless you found yourself interested in 
the marquee’s boast of a “SUNDAY MEAT 
RAFFLE.” 

The city’s rigid zoning scheme is badly 
outdated. Thousands of people now live 
downtown, and the once-seedy “Warehouse 
District,” home to several strip clubs, has 
been rebranded as the “North Loop,” prid¬ 
ing itself for the city’s finest restaurants 


and swankiest lofts. 

And if restricting nudity to a handful 
of big clubs was meant to keep citizens 
safe from breasts, whither the workers? 
An extensive city health review in 2017 
found bodily fluids—the kind indicative 
of illicit sexual activity —in 11 out of 17 
strip clubs, most often in private “VIP” 
areas, out of sight. Those rooms were also 
where strippers said the^d felt threatened 
or been assaulted. 

BJ’s, which has one room with three 
pool tables and another with a bar and a 
stage, doesn’t offer an 5 where to hide. And? 
“Semen was found at a number of clubs,” 
says city environmental health director Dan 
Huff “At BJ’s, we did not find it.” 

On a recent night, laughter and backslaps 
resounded under abed of smooth music and 
bottle clinks. BJ’s felt like any other dimly 
lit dive, except for the woman ascending 
a brass pole like a fallen Christmas angel 
with thigh tattoos and thong underwear. 
She would leave with 100 percent of her 
tips, a rarity in an industry where women 
often “rent” space from club owners, who 
then seize a cut of the cash. 

Brian Bjurstrom says he’s still “exploring 
options,” and has retained Dennis Johnson, 
the attorney who represented Pete Hafiz 
(owner of Deja Vu, Gay 90’s, and other 
clubs) in an unsuccessful attempt to open 
a new spot downtown. Council members 
sided with a religious group, which said 
the club was too close to its church. 

Johnson says he approached the city on 
Bjurstrom’s behalf, with the offer of the 
2020 deadline as a “compromise” both 
sides could live with. Council Member 
Lisa Goodman says she heard from city 
staff that Bjurstrom “wasn’t coerced into

it—it wasn’t like he was in trouble.” And 
Jeremiah Ellison, whose ward contains this 
endangered species of a bar, says Bjurstrom 
didn’t contact him to fight on his behalf 
“In my experience, when business own¬ 
ers need something, they call,” says the 
councilman. “I haven’t heard from BJ’s.” 

Johnson says Brian’s hand was forced after 
his father’s death, which meant transferring 
a license instead of renewing an existing 
one. “That was the precipitating moment to 
look at the situation. They could’ve denied 
the transfer of license to Brian.” 

Bjurstrom says he’s not interested in 
running BJ’s as a bar, sans stripping. Aside 
from a lawsuit or a complete rewrite of the 
city’s 30-year-old code—neither is in the 
offing—what other “options” are there? 
Surely, the city’s thirsty developer class 
could think of a few things. Bjurstrom 
inherited not only the building, but several 
parcels of land surrounding it. 

The situation makes it unnecessary to 
pass the hat. But if New Year’s Eve 2019 
really is last call for BJ’s, the last friendly 
neighborhood nudie bar in Minneapolis— 
maybe ever—the least we could do is spring 
for a thank-you card. 03

M uch like eating a Reese’s, there’s really 
no wrong way to make a picnic. 

Nestled under a tree with a good book, 
a baguette, and a wedge of cheese? That’s 
a picnic. Bringing a good friend, a bottle 
of wine, and nothing else to the park? 
We’ll count it. 

But there is one way to picnic that’s a little more satisfying 
than the rest: by filling your wicker basket with Minnesota- 
made ingredients. It’s an easy way to support local butcher 
shops and grocers and small-batch-everything artisans—and, 
just as importantly, you get to enjoy top-tier food that’s as fresh 
as it’s ever going to be. 


Here are some of our favorite ways to picnic in the Twin 
Cities this summer. 


VEG OUT 

Every vegan-friendly food in this spread will handily satisfy 
meat-eaters, too. Dropby the Herbivorous Butcher for sand¬ 
wiches—both the Italian cold cut and turkey and dill havarti 
are available every day—and make sure to add a tub of jackfruit 
chicken to your order. It works on wraps and sandwiches and, 
in our case, atop a bed of buttery lettuce from UrbanOrganics 
in St. Paul. (Pictured here: the (Finally) Spring mix.) Drizzle 
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it with Salad Girl’s vegan, non-GMO, 
soy- and cane sugar- and corn syrup-free 
organic dressing. 

When snacking, get stacking. Flackers 
Crackers makes six flavors of organic flax¬ 
seed crackers—think tomato and basil, sea 
salt, cinnamon and currants—so you can mix 
and match, then pile them high with Punk 
Rawk Lab Cheese,Holy Land Hummus, 
apples with Bee Free Honee, or Topos 
Ferments. (The black radish, leek, kelp, 
and lemon from Topos also works as a deli¬ 
cious addition to your Herbivorous Butcher 
sandwiches.) Ajar of Gy St Pickles and a 
few bags of Barsy’s Almonds make for 
good munching, too. 

For dessert? Pur os Pies— all-natural 
whipped-mousse pies in adorable single¬ 
serve cups. Wash it all down with Double 
DogKombucha, our current fave for small- 
batch ’hooch in town. It packs a fizzy, fla¬ 
vorful punch to keep you from melting in 
the summer sun, but if you like a little heat, 
get the Pele—a pleasantly spicy blend of 
pineapple, ginger, jalapeno, and cilantro. 

GRILLIN’AND CHILLIN’ 

What better place to start an afternoon 
grillapalooza than Lowry Hill Meats? This 
year’s City Pages Best Butcher Shop pick 
is the place to go for house-made burgers 



and brats. Slide those beefy 
wonders between a squishy 
Kramarczuk’s brioche burger 
bun, available Friday through 
Sunday, now through Sep¬ 
tember. And don’t leave the 
Polish deli without pickingup 
abotde of their Curry Ketchup, 
a Berlin-style spread that’s 
spiced perfection on a sau¬ 
sage—so good, we’ve known 
it to supplant Heinz in the 
households of even the proud¬ 
est Pennsylvania natives. 

It’s a fact, after all, that 
the way you dress up your 
grill-marked meal is only 
slightly less essential than 
cooking it well in the first 
place. And dress it up you 
shall. Go smoky and savory 
with Wee Willy’s Barbecue 
Sauce; let Lucky’s Honey 
Mustard supply a sweet tang; 
or pick up a bottle of M a a z a h 
Chutney, made by a pair of 
Minneapolis sisters who promise it works 
on ever 5 Thing. They’re not kidding—you 
might find yourself absentmindedly dipping 
chips in it. Minnesota’s robust hot sauce 
scene gives you a bounty of fiery options 
to choose from, but when grilling, we go 
with three can’t-miss pepper purveyors: 


Hellraising Hot Sauce,Cry Baby Craig’s, 
andDouble Take Salsa. 

Snack-wise, Old Dutch Potato Chips 

are a classic, but you should consider add¬ 
ing in the not-so-classic gourmet, small- 
batch popcorn from Maddy and Maize. 
(The bourbon barbecue version goes well 


with grillables.) Some vegetables might 
not be the worst idea; you can always slice 
up a Bushel Boy tomato or two and toss 
a few Famous Dave’s pickle spears on 
the side. For dessert—assuming you left 
roomfor dessert— Rustica Bakery’s bit¬ 
tersweet chocolate cookies always hit the

First up: Patisserie 46 
baguettes. Next, the meats, 
including Red Tabie’s 
Northeast-made speck, 
and of course. Big Chet’s, 
that spicy fennel and gar¬ 
lic salami that’s the stuff 
of cured-meat dreams. 

We sliced up a few Prairie 
Pride summer sausages to 
boot. On the cheese front. 

Redhead Creamery’s Ridicu¬ 
lously Good Cheese Curds 
continue to do right by their name, and don’t 
let the cave-aged garlic cheddar scare you 
off—it’s garlicky, but not ruin-the-potential- 
for-romance garlicky. 

For spreading, Eichtens Cheese Shop 
produces an array of gouda spreads: horse¬ 
radish, hot pepper, herb, olive tapenade. 
Make a point to pick up some smoky, soft 
porkliver mousse from St. Paui Meat Shop 
before strolling down the street to S t. P a u i 
CheeseShopfor even more cheese. Add 
in Serious Jam preserves, too—what is 
‘'Blood Orange Whiskey Marmalade” if 
not the name of a romantic Rolling Stones 
ballad?—and sweeten the deal further with 
Beez Kneez Honey. 

You’ll also want isadore Nut Co. sea¬ 
soned nuts to snack on. “Cayenne Kick” 


really amps up the heat, but you can soothe 
your tastebuds with a few sips of G o i d e n 
F i g Strawberry Limeade. (We recommend 
adding a splash of bubbly or a little bit of 
vodka.) When the platter’s finished, peel 
away the pretty packages of a few M a d e - 
moiseiie Miei honey bonbons and bars, 
savoringtheir sweetness as you stroll hand- 
in-hand. 

BRING THE KIDS 

There's a good chance the kids are too 
busy running around, swimming, catching 
bugs, etc. to think about anything more 
than quick breaks, which means snack- 
able, packable finger foods are a good bet.

This St. Paul staple has a pretty tight 
sandwich menu, but somehow it’s still 
so hard to choose one. The Chacarero, 
is, in the words of shop manager Nick 
Mangigian, “dope,” with thin-sliced pork, 
chimichurri sauce, comte cheese, and 
green beans on a Rose Street Patisserie 
baguette. He says the simple roast beef 
is—thanks to an assist from house-made 
horseradish labneh—their sneaky best¬ 
seller. But when push comes to shove, 
we’re going for the Reuben. (Who can 
pass up a midday raclette?) Round it 
out with smoky potato salad and a snap 
pea salad that’s crispy veggie perfection, 
and—what the hell?—throw in a pair of 
fabulously fudgy, fresh-baked brownies.

6 THINGS TO KNOW 
ABOUT THE NEW, 
FIRST-OF-ITS-KIND EAST 
ISLES FARMERS MARKET 

D ebbie Dachis Gold has lived in 
the East Isles neighborhood for 
22 years, during which she’s 
raised vegetables in her flourishing 
urban garden and cooked up a storm. 

A decade after she moved in, she 
started making dill pickles. Then she 
started growing her own cucumbers. 

‘Tf you enjoy cooking as a hobby, the 
better and fresher the ingredients, the 
better the outcome,” Dachis Gold says. 

Why not bring fresh, local foods into 
her beloved neighborhood? She proposed 
the idea for a farmers market at a board 
meeting of the East Isles Residents Asso¬ 
ciation (EIRA), of which she’s a volunteer 
member and secretary. Fellow members 
were intrigued, so Dachis Gold did hours 
of research and took many meetings to make 
the market a reality. 

Nine months later, she’s the market’s 
director, and she’s looking forward to the 
June 28 opening day. Here’s what to know 
before you go. 

6. This is the first farmers market 
held in a Minneapolis city-owned park. 

Yes, the Mall Park will finally host a neigh¬ 
borhood farmers market. Dachis Gold 
says that members of the Park Board were 
helpful and supportive of the market, 
and securing all the required permis¬ 
sion only took about four to six weeks. 

5. Say it with me: Pickle Booth. 

What’s a pickle booth, you ask? The 
name references Minnesota’s Cottage 
Food Law (once called the ‘'pickle bill”). 
The law allows those who bake, pickle, 
or can to sell their foods simply by reg¬ 
istering and taking certain food safety 
precautions and training—no need to 
procure a permit. The East Isles Farm¬ 
ers Market Pickle Booth is open to any 
neighbor who has food to sell and $10 
to spend to secure their spot. This is a 
perfect gateway for folks looking for an 
audience and feedback on their foods. 

4. Vendors, musicians, 
and food trucks will rotate. 

“Vendors are our everything,” Dachis 
Gold says. She reports that they’ve 
confirmed about 35 food vendors who 
will rotate through just over 20 spots 
each week. More than half are women- 
owned businesses, and all are within a 
100-mile radius. Participants include Hip 
Pop Gourmet Popcorn, Criollas Pastries, 
and the Minnesota Hmong Agriculture 
Cooperative. Each week will also feature 



two food trucks. Music will be acous¬ 
tic and represent cultures from around 
the world: African drumming, Louisiana 
marching bands, and much more. 

3. The market will host a special 
Dog Day of Summer event on August 9. 

Dogs are always welcome at the market, 
but on August 9 it’ll be especially pupper-y. 
“Dogs are in our DNA in this neighborhood, 
what with the East Isles Dog Park,” says 
Dachis Gold. “On August 9, we’ll have dog 
treats and water bowls and hot dogs and 
puppy dog tails from our beloved neighbor¬ 
hood shop. Isles Buns and Coffee. We have 
two all-natural dogtreat vendors scheduled 
for the day... the rest is a surprise.” 

2. It really took a village. 

Though Dachis Gold was one of the 
main drivers of the market, she’s quick 
to acknowledge the many and varied 
contributions of her fellow EIRA board 
members, all the volunteers who dedicated 
their time, the members of the Park Board, 
politicians, and city employees for getting 
this market off the ground. 

1. The first market day is June 28, 

4 p.m. to 8 p.m. 

The EIRA was very careful with schedul¬ 
ing. “We didn’t want to step on people’s 
toes,” says Dachis Gold. The first market 
day will feature a seed planting ceremony 
attended by Minneapolis Mayor Jacob 
Frey, Park Board Commissioner Meg 
Forney, District 4 Park Board Commis¬ 
sioner Jono Cowgill, District 3 Commis¬ 
sioner Marion Greene, Ward 7 Council 
member Lisa Goodman, and Senator D. 
Scott Dibble. So head over to the Mall 
every Thursday this summer for food, 
local produce, and terrific acoustic music.

BACK IN ACTION 

After 14 years, the Incredibles return

T he first Incredibles is a top-five 
Pixar movie and arguably one of 
the best superhero movies ever 
made. The latter point didn’t 
mean much in 2004, but after a decade of 
Marvel releases and The Dark Knight, The 
Incredibles still holds its own. 

It goes without saying that mastermind 
Brad Bird’s sequel had a lot to live up to— 
and the 14-year wait only upped the h 5 q)e. 
So how does Incredibles 2 stack up? 
Though the story itself is abit predictable, 
Bird’s characters do more than enough to 
keep us invested and entertained. 

The film opens where the original ended, 
with the Parr clan off to do battle with the 
nefarious Underminer. After failing to stop 
the bad guy and causing no small amount 
of property damage, the superfamily finds 
itself in hot water with the law. They man¬ 
age to get off without too much issue, but 
their old pal Rick Dicker (Jonathan Banks) 
informs the Parrs that the Super Relocation 
Program is coming to an end, and drops 
them off at a motel. Dejected, Bob (Craig 
T. Nelson) and Helen (Holly Hunter) won¬ 
der what’s next. Then Frozone (Samuel L. 
Jackson) shows up. 


The iceman cometh to discuss a proposal 
from telecom big shot Winston Deavor (Bob 
Odenkirk). You’d think given the famil/s 
recent run-in with Syndrome that Bob and 
Helen would be wary of taking jobs from 
wealthy benefactors they don’t know, but 
nope. Deavor and his sister Evelyn (Cath¬ 
erine Keener) pitch a way to get public 
opinion back on the Supers’ side. Helen 
leaps at the opportunity, leaving Bob to do 
a Mr. Mom routine with the kids. 

Things predictably go ha 3 rwire at home, 
as Bob finds Violet’s boy problems as con¬ 
fusing as Dash’s math homework. And the 
revelation of Jack-Jack’s various powers 
only pushes the Parr patriarch closer to his 
wits’ end. Meanwhile Helen finds herself 
beleaguered by a new supervillain called 
Screenslaver, a hypnotic baddie who derides 
peoples’s fascination with technology while 
using it to control their minds. 

It doesn’t take a super-sleuth to figure out 
the mystery behind Screenslaver’s mask, 
which wouldn’t be so disappointing in any 
other kids’ movie, but feels like a letdown 
from Bird and Pixar. With plot something 
of a formality here, the movie leans on stun¬ 
ning animation, top-notch fight scenes (the 
standout being Jack-Jack’s battle with a 
raccoon), and complex thematic underpin-

nings to keep this thing afloat. And that’s 
where Incredibles 2 gets complicated. 

Bird has been accused of emplo34ng Ayn 
Randian subtext in the past, a criticism at 
which the writer-director perhaps rightfully 
laughs. If there’s atone of Objectivism and/ 
or Libertarianism, it’s atrait found across the 
superhero genre, and it would be unfair to 
point a finger at Bird with Batman lurking in 
the shadows. That said. Bird does touch on 
some topics that are abit troubling through 
the prism of current events. 

Trumpists and Libertarians will delight 
in a story where the media is used for mind 
control and the government is a meddling 
force that stops exceptional individuals 
from achieving their true potentiaLOthers 
may not find Incredibles 2 to be quite the 
escapist popcorn flick they were hoping for. 

It’s hard to say whether this is short¬ 
sighted or a stroke of genius. Screenslaver’s 
criticisms of the culture at large and knocks 
on the government do resonate, which makes 
for some decent character development and 
shades-of-gray nuance. But is it really the 
message we need right now? 03

The Guthrie adds depth to the beloved musical

estSide Story without finger- 
snaps? The concept seems 
almost unthinkable—like 
Hazrwithoutnudity. Director 
Joseph Haj and choreographer Maij a Garcia 
have done it, though: extracted the classic 
musical from the mid-century trappings 
of its justly lauded but now overfamiliar 
Jerome Robbins production. The result 
is a revelation. 

While the Guthrie Theater’s current 
West Side Story is still set in Manhattan 
circa 1957, Haj doesn’t treat it like a period 
piece. The show unfolds on the Wurtele 
Thrust Stage, which is apt for a produc¬ 
tion that reaches out to draw connections 
with our 21st-century world. In the process, 
Haj finds rich new depths in this towering 
masterwork. 

In a production that elevates story and 
character over stage spectacle, there is one 
grand gesture, and it’s apparent as soon 
as you step into the theater. The head 
and torch of a massive inverted Statue of 
Liberty extend down from the flyspace, 
looming over Mark Hartman’s orchestra 
like a missile about to strike. The statue 
will disappear before long, returning for 
a devastating conclusion in which Lady 
Liberty’s underlit face evokes America’s 
cruelly broken promises. 

In the meantime, Christopher Acebo’s 
scenic design hangs back to more subtly 
accentuate the intense drama that plays 
out once Hartman raises his baton over 
Leonard Bernstein’s gorgeously jagged 
score. The hungry and committed cast.

a combustible yet humane energy to the 
escalating rivalry between two street gangs. 

Mia Pinero projects a confident intelli¬ 
gence as Maria, who falls for Marc Koeck’s 
Tony. Koeck has a soft-edged, heroic mien, 
and his rapport with Pinero is completely 
endearing. 

In Jen Caprio’s costumes the rest of the 
Jets and the Sharks are also as visually dis¬ 
tinctive as action figures, which speaks to 
the reimagined production’s strength: It’s 
still highly stylized, but differently, thrill- 
ingly so. Garcia’s movement exults in the 
jazzy score, and sends bodies careening with 
freshly visceral abandon. The uniformly 
superb singing is alive to the characters’ 
conflicted emotions, as well as a celebration 
of the unique alchemy between Bernstein 
and l 5 n:*icist Stephen Sondheim. 

Haj has cast the Sharks as a Latinx gang, 
the Jets as ‘'an anthology of what it means 
to be American,”’ per pla 3 rwright Arthur 
Laurents’ description. 

Of the shows Haj has personally helmed 
since coming to lead the Guthrie, some 
of which have been very good, none have 
evinced such sweeping vision and sublime 
execution. Bradley King’s transcendent 
lighting illuminates a world of joyful dance, 
dark comedy, and profound tragedy: an 
experience of truly rare power. 03

PHOENIX RISING 

Local jazz pianist and beatmaker Javier Santiago 
is going places

J avier Santiago doesn’t dazzle you. 
His keyboard work envelops and 
beguiles, immersing you in reso¬ 
nant notes that develop into reso¬ 
nant phrases, the way an ESL teacher goes 
about communicating the nuances of a new 
language. 

It happened the other night at the Black 
Dog Cafe in St. Paul, when Santiago, play¬ 
ing in the ensemble the Ruckus, took a 
Fender Rhodes solo on ‘"Naima,” John 
Coltrane’s lovely tribute to his first wife. 
The left hand comped while the right one 
roamed, gently piling a sonic bedding of 
feathers and silk. 

‘T am honored to have Javier Santiago 
with me,” drummer and bandleader Rodney 
‘"Ruckus” Rocques said to the audience 
afterward. “Minnesota, don’t wait for some¬ 
one big to take him away from you. You see 
people get famous and when it happens it 
goes really fast. Take care of your own.” 

On Friday, Santiago will release Phoenix, 
his first disc on a national label (Ropeadope). 
It’s undergirded by Santiago’s fellow alumni 
from the Brubeck Institute in Berkeley and 
spangled with take-notice guest stars like 
trumpeter Nicholas Payton, guitarist Nir 


Felder, saxophonist Da 3 ma Stephens, and 
fiugelhornist John Raymond. 

Like Santiago himself, the music on 
Phoenix is hard to pigeonhole. He has an 
impeccable jazz pedigree—both his parents 
and his paternal grandparents met in jazz 
clubs, and his father, Mac Santiago, is a well- 
respected local percussionist who operates 
the Minneapolis venue Jazz Central. But 
Javier fell in love with punk and hip-hop 
growingup in the ’90s. His Bandcamp page 
contains more than a half-dozen albums of 
beats and loops he began making in high 
school. 

“For at least a couple of the tunes onPhoe- 
nix, we played along to some of those origi¬ 
nal beats in the studio,” Santiago revealed 
over a beer at a south Minneapolis eatery 
earlier this month. “So I had a few things 
already mapped out sonically that way.” 
More broadly, he notes that “a lot of the 
sampling on hip-hop records is mainly from 
jazz—fusion and funk. So it was almost like 
a gateway into jazz for me.” 

Meanwhile, his father, Mac, was locking 
down his son’s jazz bona fides from an early 
age. Mac, whose parents are Puerto Rican, 
taught Javier the chords to “LaBamba” when 


he was four. At seven Javier was enrolled 
in the MacPhail School of Music. By 10, he 
was picking up chord changes and figuring 
out how to improvise. Then came lessons 
with top local pros like Bobby Peterson, 
Laura Caviani, and Tanner Taylor. 

High school graduation loomed. “I was 
playing a lot of j azz but also playing a lot of 
beats and trying to figure out what I was 
going to do,” Javier said. “Obviously it would 
be music but I wasn’t the greatest student in 
school. When I found out about the Brubeck 
Institute it was a no-brainer—if you got in 
it was free tuition, room, and board. My 
friend Chris Smith had just gotten in that 
year so I thought it might be a possibility, 
and I went for it.” 

The odds were steep. The Brubeck Insti¬ 
tute enrolls only five or six students at a 
time; they receive individual instruction 
but also play and even tour as an ensemble. 
Just one player per instrument is accepted, 
so only one slot for a pianist was available. 

Javier auditioned at Yoshi’s, the iconic 
Oakland jazz spot near the Institute’s Berke¬ 
ley locale, and Dave Brubeck himself was 
the arbiter. According to proud papa Mac 
Santiago, the institute’s program coordinator 
called him and revealed that while Javier was 
among the first pianists to audition, Dave 
Brubeck immediately announced, “that’s 
our guy” when he was finished playing. 
Not a bad impression to make at age 17. 

Although Santiago went on to attend 
the Betty Carter Institute in Washington, 
DC., and graduate from the New School of 
Music while hustling for gigs around New 
York City, the two years at the Brubeck 
Institute remain the most important of his 
career. Santiago chose to record the album 
out in Berkeley in September 2016, and the 
three other band members who make up 
the core quartet with Santiago on Phoenix 
are all Brubeck Institute alumni. 

The most important of these was drum¬ 
mer Corey Fonville, who had an intimate 
appreciation of the nexus of hip-hop, elec¬ 
tronics, and jazz that Santiago was after. For 
example, ‘When Javy came in wanting to 
put S 5 mth patches on an acoustic piano, I 
thought of [the late Marsalis band pianist] 
Kenny Kirkland, who was doing it back 
when it was taboo,” Fonville said. 

Fonville also reminded Santiago that he 
used to play with guitarist Nir Felder in 
John Raymond’s band in New York, and the 
four songs Felder contributed to Phoenix 
are among the highlights of the disc. Fon¬ 
ville also played in Nicholas Pa 5 Ton’s band, 
knew that Pa 3 Ton was a fan of Santiago 
from the time when the trumpeter was a 
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EimsEATiNGm soSM
